When Defoe aBtaUiabed hla most Important periodkal, Ti4 
Seaao, in February 17<M, the EngUab newspaper In a tec hni cal 
sense, was twt qrdte lll/ty years old. There had be« weekly 
CoroHt^ or pamphteti of foreign newi^ from 1633 to 1641, and, 
throo^KiQt the period of the dril war and the commonirealth, 
there bad been iraekly newabooka deelgded to spread doroeatio 
nen, official or tmoffioial, pnrilaaientary or rojallat, hot there 
existed no reol newpaper no news porlodkal, not a pamphlet or 
a newileUer, ontil the appeamsee of The Oce/ord Oauile fa 
Norembor 1G66' Tbe Intros that led to the founding of thia 
paper, whkh sooa bocame Tka London Oasftte and, tor maay 
Tears, meagre and j^mie though H va% poeaeased a monopoly of 
the printed news, are of sbondant Interest, but bare already boon 
Dotlcedln this work* It most coiBce to say that such predeeceson 
hi^oamoliam aa Defoe bad before he was of an age to beinflaeccod 
by what be read were, In the mahi, parreyors of news throngb 
pomphleta and wrHtec in wsloUaiw— interesting and able men, 
many of them , generally staonefa pvtitans somotimoa, aa la the 
case of MuthaiDant Nedbam, whom oce regrets to encoonter In 
IDltcaia eonjpony ihamelesB tarcooata.

In 1079, ho a*afled Shafloibory and the cxcIarionUt* In 
pMJptdeti which won him the rtg^l rtgiml During the next 
year, ho waaln tbo- thick of the controreny about the poplab plot, 
bbooring to allay the popalar fey against Roman Cat^ncs. Ilia 
ieutiirtAa^tJi® ti Ontta and otb« biformcra led to c a ch lnatloca 
againtt him*el£ He aia Cibdy acensed of ccdcarooring by bribery 
to aocsno the dofiwMidon of Oatca, ond ho wat charged with being 
a papist Ho was acrinittcd by the comicD, bat pabJlc opinion 
ran so hl^ against hlfn that he tied, for a short tlmo, to Holland. 
To employ a phraao In the title of one of hit tracts, wbdo Utter 
of Libellen assailed him at this aeaaon, bflt *tho Deg Towzer 
mu not to be that daunted. He return od in Fobnuuy lOSl and 
kept the presB bosy not only with apologetio pamphlets, but with 
biitlet aesanita upon the dbaenten and with one of the most 
faoportafit of his works, hh political newspaper Ths Oiarrratcr 
In Qttathn and Antteer 

Thk journal, of two donblc-colamned folio paffoa, began Its 
career on 13 April 1061 and ran to 9 March 1089/7 After na 6, 
readers conld zxri be sure bow many lasoe* they would recelre 
a week but, as a role, the Clrelen editor supplied them with three 
or four numben deroted to abase of dlsaenten, whlgs, trimmera 
and Utns Oatea Thronghoot, he employed a derlce, which he had 
not originated, but which his example made popular for a g enera 
tloo — the tridc of casting each number In the form of a diaJogne. 
It is ncedleat to attempt to chranSde the changes in the form of dtle 
and in the peraons of his Interlocntori, since, In order to arold 
the mlstakee already made by blfaUographeTe, one would need to 
examine eteiy pago of the pertodkal — an appalling task. It it 
eootqdj to mj that L’Estrango had a large share is the final 
^scr^tlng of Oates that, nnlfl tt soltod the king's purpose to 
hwne the declaration of fodolgencei, dericftl and royal faTour 
crowned hla eccicsinslical and political seal , and hit tnany 
criUes bad abundant execao for the dJatrfbea they coutinued to 
lesue against him. Defoe, who waa probably In London during 
the larger putt of Thn Oimervaioj^m life, may thoi early harw 
detennloed that.

Those 
and Tht Port Ifan, as well as the printed newaieiter of Ichobod 
Dawlcs and the written nowaletter of John Dyer, nolorloQS for hb 
partisan mmdadty, wero primarily disscmlnaton of t>ewa. Thcry 
were mpplcBocntod, la Btarch 1702, by the first of the dalHoi, Th^ 
JDmIji Cbiowt, which, Uke the wecAly OamnU)* of eighty ytcurv 
before, eoasbtod of traatbtioas bom foreign papera 7t soon foQ 
Into the hands of Bainoel Bockley, a TtomtOe mnn with whom Defoe 
was often at odda On 1 AprQ 1702, the most haporlant strictly 
political organ of the whigs wot bogrin by John Tntchln, a m-naU 
poet and pamphleteer, who had snfferod nnder Jeffireyi and was 
stin to endure persecution for fab adTancod liberal opinions He 
took L'Estranges oM title;, ObtereaUjr, and continued the 
dblogue form. Two years later Tntchln s form and hb extreme 
pertisonihip were Instated hy tho fantous mm juror nnd oppooeot 
of the debb, Qharlea Le>Ue, whose shoridited Pehearsal became 
the chief organ of the high churthioen. Meanwhile a few months 
before LoHea paper appeared, Defoe, not without Harley’a 
ctTOJlTance, had begun hb Remev as an organ of moderation, 
co ri e si asacnl and political, and of hroad ocmmercbl Interesti. 
Although Ida satirical dbcoa ti o ns of ccmtnt topics may bare glmi 
osefai faintB to Steele and Addison, H seems clear Defoos 
chief contritntJon to journalism at thfa period fa to be found In

hmr tbo beat of them, for ludc of moral sense, become 
tjTBimloel and fasUdiora beforo wedJocfr, and Low othen pro/ 
like mnplrei on their deluded Loabands. 'Hiua, Steelo had 
kamt to look inside the domeatlo dnde and to note Low fashion 
and conreatiouah^ wero warping the n&tnral goodncM of his 
{eQow OTQtnrea. Hero and ther^ be hints at the cooccptlon of the 
purer end simpler, thoo^ rather emotional, EamU; Kfo which bo 
was afterwards to dqrfct But, as we bare seen, comodj was not 
a soltabte medium for teaching of thk notaro. Although on 
atmoopbere of eamost eoq;nlr7 and redeetion hod formed Itadf 
in Umdon, and had reached the atnge, the pabjlo of tfao plaj 
hooae was not jot in a mood for aodal and mocul apecolatioa. 
U still expected wit and amnseznent Steele bad jet to diseorer 
where the world of thoo^C that embodied the qo^tka which he 
hod Id mind was to be foued, and how be was to approach It 
He disc o r er ed U fire jean later tn the ooff&ehonaea. Here 
could be met serioo-oilrKlw^ progreaaiTo dUxena, who were 
fteadllj oatBomberiog and oTerbooring the rotarica of the old 
aodal reghaa Matthew Arnold haa lald that, when England 
entered the prlaon of Paritankm, It 'tvmed the fcnj cm Ita In 
toQeetaal progreaa for two hundred jeara In renlltj, it was 
predaelj this dan, made op of Inheriton of pvrltan na r row o eaa 
and pexaererance, whkh created a new cnltnre for England oat of 
its c^edMoeea It has alreodj boon shown* tiow Loodooeri, as 
early as the protedorat^ began to nssecnble in these reodesrtmi 
and bow by daOj Interconrae. they learned to feel interest in each 
other's masnen and habits of tbonghl As they cored little for 
the more iHrtdocs direndooi of the capital, they tended more and 
inore to aeek the pleasoroa of newa nod cooranatiot}, until, by the 
bogtnning of the oighteenth contory, coffeehonsoa had become the 
most striking feature of London life* Men who gathered day 
after day tn those resorts were not only Interested In their com 
panlocs ideas and demeanour they c^Urataii an eye for triria] 
actions and utteranee^ a gift for InreetigatlDg other peoples 
pro]ndlces and partlsllties, and they rcaUxed the pleasore of 
winning their way into the Intricaclea of another mani mind. 
H ence, they acquired a new attltade towards their follow 
erwturta. CJharactera which would fOTroerty hare been rldfcaled 
or detpUed wero now ralaed aa faitollectnal pazzks, eccentiiejtiea 
attracted sympathetic attention, and it became the note of

Tboa, tbo middlo daasea were acccmplUblog tbelr own 
edomtioiL TTh^ were becoming Udntcre with a cnltnre and a 
itandard of mannan bom of conwrotJon and froo from pedantry 
of tbooght Of eiprearion. Coffetbonare had giren them a kind 
of orgoniaatlon a meora of oichanglng Metw ond forming the 
poblloopinkm of their claaa. Bot tlibaplrlt WMatpreaentmanlfcat 
only In the atmoapbero where H bad been feynued. It wiu not 
found hi theatrcB, unlTorride* or talcuM. Ooffeeboosca bad 
ancotwdotsly become fratomitlca for the propagation of a now 
bomanism, and a writer could coom) Into tonch with tbe idou and 
aenthncDts of the age only fn tboae eentrea. 

Thia morement mu ao inchoate that tho mlddlo ckasec them 
aelrea were hardly conedooa of It Steele certainly did not perceire 
into wbat a world of tbooght and sentiment be waa pensiraUng 
when he rentnrod, in The ToJier to appeal to coffeohonaci. After 
writing The TcmAt BtuHand, he eeoms to bare reUaqnhbed the 
theatre (or the tnore locratiro career of a eoart feremrite. Ho, 
probably iMrer lired within his Inoome and, after lodi^ In 1708, 
Ida position of genlieman waiter to prince George of I>ciamtirk and 
fcdling to obtain two other pasta, he retnmed to litantare in order 
to meet bit debts. Since the eensonhip had been remerred from 
the preeit Jonmaliam bad become a profitable enterprise, and 
Btedet cldef motlre in atarllng The TatJer on IS April 1709 waa, 
nndonbtedly, the fear of bankroptej Dowow the dorfre to 
tmprore his feDow creotores waa as strong as in the days of The 
OhritUoH Haro. Steele waa himself a freqaenter of ooffeeivenaoa. 
He knew bow eonfoied and misguided their pobdcal disomlcuis 
oileo were, thanks to tho Irrefponsihlo nows-iheetJi which flooded 
Ixmdon and he also reaUxed bow many other tojics wore wrongly 
tw snpertcSally canraiscd in those daily and nightly gathennga. 
So, ho set himself to ooUghtea, aa woD aa to entertain, hki fellcnr 
tafletaa. Aa gawttrer be could g^ro the moat tnutworthy foreign 
nows, and, as a man of culture and soedotj he renld tell them 
what to think concerning other matters which occupied a diseraslTe 
and tmdcal generatlcai. The paper came out three tunes a week, 
and each issue (unlike The bpeataior) contained screral eamys, 
dated, according to their subJocts, from paxticnlap coffedioosa'

tmraallty ghca eOectironesi to BiekeretaQ’a diaracter Hit Uola

In one paper 
be plead* for the mbe, doimlog that be fin*, repent* and fin*

Later in a fit of aolf bomniatlon, be confease* that goodnatirro U 
often lailnew* and, toward* the end of Tbt Tatler* he denounces

I( boweror the mlddlo dateea had tooch to reform In the 
manoen of men, they had far more to criUdto tn the aodal potitioa 
of women. When Madame do RambouIUet brenght tofttier 
tn bar mlon the moat coltarod men and the most beoaHfhl 
woreen te France, ahe created a now standard of ioclal rednemect 
for Fnrope. The management of intimate relation* between tbe 
two sexes became a proof of good breeding, and the drfllntlon of 
any coort eodd slmast be measorod by tho inf aence which ladle* 
enjoyed In It In tiie earlier Stowvt times, tbe EngUth arisr 
tocracy readily adopted thi* cnlt, and all people of (p»iity practisod 
the art of Inspiring or enfering the paidon of lore. Bat, so soon 
a* this tccompUihment became a &shioc. It was p er r cf ted to most 
IgooWo uses. The eoaiser types of tbe reetoration gained ca*te 
by sffecdng the skim delicacy of seutlment and parity of derotion, 
^ddle th^ really gnUifled their lasts. ImmoraHty was Inrostcd 
with a ritnal of compliments, odes, anlgnatlons and addresses, 
and, when the rlring middle class came Into tooch with the &9cm 
■loftd^ many woU-lntenUonedyoang people were too inexperienced 
to detect tte btseocm whidi underlay this glitter and poilrfi.

In the hands of Bacon, It was 
BtUo more than a string ofmeditatloin while the iarentireness of 
popular writera had bocn lartshcd on character sketches epigrams, 
tttirra and rerlToU of medieriJ thought. Cowley, ond after him. 
Temple, had, largely under the Infloenco of Montaigne, glren a 
new turn to the essay which had thru come to eiercUc an im 
portaat effect upon the transfonnatlon of English prose* Steele 
and AddUoo entered Inlo an Inheritance which Increaeed and 
multiplied to their hande. With the firat few nambera of The 
Tatftr pTwrestoratlou humour had been abandoned after a few 
attempts, and Steele addressed btmaelf to the intellect of the 
middle ckss to the unliteniry guise of a sewa'sheet, thoogb hU 
Ideas had long outgrown so restricted a compass As has been 
shown, hU antaial was umnUtakably leading him towards the 
norel of doinestlo Ufa AddUoo probably retarded the trmcalUou, 
by gtring to an Intwponslble and inadequate medium a complete- 
ness and dignity which MtUfied tho Intellectual and artistic needs 
of hU gensratioa For Add Uon not only endowed tho essayjwith 
the alra_a nd..graces of cultured writing— he diicOTerediho pnao 
style w hich suits the genre. Steele had rightly cooeelted that Tils 
YaF7? most be written la a colloquial rein, and had dashed off 
hU papers with the froodoui and effmlreneas of hU own conTom 
tkra Addison was too roserred erer to be a Toluhle talker he 
nerer became communlctare except to a small drcle of kindred 
•pWta. Thus, the riches of hb mind had found expreadon only to 
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tjplfied tho iplrit hi whkii It irM rritten. Tbo fir*t nnmbcr on 
1 Muxh 1711, vu siTen np to otketch of Ui nlod aod thb por 
tTAjil ntxks on opocb In ibo hbtoiy of Eof'Us'h cnltore. AOdlson, 
vbo drew tho pfakoro and 1 % huk^ tha Inplriiig genliu of tho 
vholo peHodkal, here reoHj' doocrlbet hU omi mental atdtode iIdco 
b« left ‘aoademlo boren, UUn; with him all his cUaskaU learn 
lug, to Join the oboerrcni of modern We, HU Went were Urgel/ 
doe to the new atmoephero In which he now fonod hUneelf bat, 
ti hb totePectnal emandpatlon had coat him nmeh, he reaUxed hU 
porpoae more iotemelj than did his felloin. For Mr Spectator Is 
the tjpo of a new cnltnre which grew ont of porltanbia Men of 
profonnd learning, had, nnder the old drUlxatJon, been apedallata 
"theologUm, demonogrepben, Jnrbta, phOoeophem or mdrenlty 
icbolan. Mr Spectator balaoprofonndlj learned bob acquainted 
with aU celebrated booha b) andent ard modem tongaea. ^aj 
moJA be b a tnreUer and, Uke the great renaaceoce achoUrfi, has 
rUlted erery occeaKlble coontiy in aearth of knowledge. Yet he 
has DO profeailoa be doea not belong to a acbool of thooght ITo 
hu shoplf atored hU mind with the wbdom, wit and bemoar of 
other CDontrlea and agee; and be speedi hb life in ohaerring hb 
coatemponiLHea and, cooidoaslf or aneonadoaa); comparing their 
maraen, coatomi and Ideu with thoae of which be baa read. 
He rblti 'The Eichange, theatrea, coffeehoDaea w h ere ror men 
S^lher he b to be fonnd, ontS, as Addbon aa)w, be bas made 
hhosalf a apecobdre statesmao, loldlor, merchant or artban 
whhont orer meddling with any practical part tn life. Sach 
Addbtn had laamt to be, and aodi, abo, wllhoat the coododlng 
was the Ideal of the proleetant middle cla.*» of 
thb CTOhny how that the great dbpalea aa to religion and 
getennsent had been settled, the deaceodanta of the poritana 
years bedoro VoStairev to coltlTaie their garden.

itead of wasting Ui life, be derotea hb ample Jebnre to Aristotle, 
Longfam and the theatre, antil he has cnltimted mneh of The 
j^pectotor i own dtaxaeter tfnee hie farollhrity with the customs, 
mannens aetione and writfagB of the AnUents mokea him a very 
delkate oheerrer of what oeenr* to him fa the preaent wnrkL 
Another member WlQ Hooeyeomb the fap, had been for centuries 
a bntt fa eoroedy and satire. Tador mornllsts^had denoonced the 
man of fashkm as goUty of deadly (fas. Jacobean froe-bnees* 
Bgofa and again, had depicted him as Ignorant, Indolent and faso> 
lent During the drQ war this anUpatby sgafast the type had 
growo Into hatred timu^ asodation w^ arallere, an^ eren 
afrer the rerolatioo, many regarded the man of fashion as ridous 
and rldlcoloua Bteele, who had followed the puritan traditioi) fa 
aerecal numbers of TJU Toticr stin retained the old standpoint.

the msTthact For more than a cenlmy truden had been dtarao- 
tttrised as dbbonest and aTarioIooi, becaoso playwrights and 
pemjhleteen genersUy wrote for the lobured claaM and veto 
thmeelTaa too poor to bare any but onplenmnt relationa with 
men of business. Ooenmeroe was, howorer, now a great power in 
iodety end polltlca llorditnla were ambaswdors of driHsation, 
and had derdoped faWloet so as to control dbtair^ mkI, as it 
seemed, tnjiterioui, souroas of weslth by a stroke of the pen* 
Thinks to ooffeehemset, roerchanU now had the opportunity of 
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retarned » gajn *nd again to thenift as if he found in it a 
nsftigefromtheartlQdalrtyof Uio^ In bis eothnflaim for 
the golden irblch be pictored tanosg the rfllagt* and manoTB 
of oW England, AddUon created a whole aodctj rotmd Sir Roger— 
loclodlog Tfin TVlinblo, the cadet of an anolont famllx too bralnloea 
for a liberal profwilon, too prood to enter boslnesa, rcnJlj- of the 
■ame cia« aa the odkrti Mr Thomas Oalee*, bnt portrmjod aa gontlo 
and Itrrable, like all the other Inhabitants of the mnllins land. 
itiwt ytt the OoTorly popera are only a eerlea of iketchw. The 
flpecUtor ipcndi a m.Mth hi the cocntry, and Sir Roger ma tra 
a few Tislts to town. Nothing olte b rewrded ontfl the tntgbtf 
nnexpected death, except smantalk. It b true that hb most 
trifling nUerance has an irrcabtlble eharm, because It contrilntes 
towards the picture of Ideal clcDplidty, godUnoM and noUcnen 
of bearb Ereo hb lUUe w«lroewa and toochea of ranity 
recorded whh exqobite hamocr, are the defects of hb qoelltl^ 
In tnrtb tboee evajs are tbe flnt masterpiece of hmnanbed 
poritanlsm , tboegb as regards the bisiory ^ the norel, they do 
not mark an adraoce on tbe ctory of Jenny Dtrisffi 

In any case, Steolo and kiSiatm ooold hardly laro created Ute 
nord, after creating Mr Spectator u their ideai of odUonhlp. 
Tbit tadtora and ooatemplatlre lorostlgator* has Intdleotnal 
ooiiQdty but UtUe sympathy tie raogea oror a field so Incredibly 
wide that he b foi^ to see Ufe from a dbiance. Steele and 
Addboo do not always stand atool Ibey had shown, In occasional 
papers, that they tnrdcrrtood the hummo heart and the pathoe of 
unrecorded destiny birt they nerer for long, escape from thdr 
own eoDceptks] of ^Kirsdio and dbpasdoqiate obterr a tlozL It vna 
DO smsll eflbrt of creatlTeDese to nnify hi one clear-ctrt character 
TBgne tmdaiKiks towards critica] contemplation, thoogfa the 
•pcctaeJe of a half fonned and half htnnanbed democracy waa too 
cogroulng in Ita ootlines to lesre room for the intensire study of 
a norelist Bo, tbe paraonalltioa of the Spectator's dob tend to 
fade out of Importance, and the Jotzmal ooofliied lb derelopanent 
to tbe lines which Addbon had already marked ont It coTered 
prscticalDy tbe same ground as Tha TaJJar, ridlcollng or Inrelghlng 
aplnrt old fadilmed ideab of gallantry and selMndolgTOee*, urging 
that kiodnesD b better than deremon* that self-sui^Tremiou b 
the »ioo of good breeding*, peeetratlng the eecreb of borne life 
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[□evtJoDa common to ftH roorolirti of njH affos bat, »bcn •Lmjing 
hmj the beoten tniA and comwenJng bb contOTporaries on 
)«niUaritki and eccentridtioa, ho wm rtlD gnWed by ft Rorosn 
wweofaolfrwpcetaBdraftonablew*. Hl» exqnWto portrait of 
aw Taktadlnariftn irho took hb meal* In a weighing chair la reoDy 
aapired by Martlala contempt for thoae who axo more anikraa to 
lira to lire rightly' The aenao of aolemnity whkh oomoa 
oTtir Mr Spectator in Weatminator abbey descends on him from 
LneroUna' and Beceen would hare approred of the diary of an 
idle man and of that of a woman of fiuhion* 

Steele, aa nfaal, foDowed Ua maitcr’a lead and introduced 
eopkrtza quotatlona nnd aHoaiona Into hla more aorioua pnpm 
Bat, at beat, he waa an indl^erent aebokr and, except in the 
Pbarmmood pepera* he nerer approached Addison a tact and 
CeQcity kluch ai he admired Mr Spcclator’a eoltored and con- 
templiddre mind, hla own experience waa leading him to work out 
a phUoaophy of life on different lioea. Aa, in Tht Toiler, bo had 
taken rafoge Id aentlmeatalhy so now, in Tke Speetator he atfll 
foQ|^ againat hb own inborn unGonTentioaality by adrocatiiig a 
regnhiHty of eondaet which be could not pracriao. The poritana 
ht^ alwayi dbUked what was unnanal or aelf willed, and StoeSe 
brought Oloero and the Stolea to their hrip, ihowing bow the 
reekteaaceaB of the speodthrlft, the capridooaneaf of the num 
who rarica hb greetlngi according to hb mood, or eren the 
IcDpertfaiooce of fops who effect hurry or IndoIeTTce, aro roaDy 
oflhnces against ‘decency and ‘decorum* Such ohaorTancea, 
whkh had formerly bees the owed of the middle cb«^ began to 
hare a tmlTtoftl hbdlug force, now that they wore hacked by the 
authority of culture. It b significant that some of hb leading 
Idtaa on, edatwtiosi*, on the erfia of Tanlty In drrw* and oo the

That, Steele wat on tbo rwrgo of InrentlDg the cpiitoiery norel 
bnt, a* In Tk« faffer an, tww,be bad ndtber tbo pwac re r aoce dc 
the aelf-cootldoooo neoomy to create a literary typa He wt 
more Inciined to follow Hi Diaitriora contcaipUtiTe ooUaboratO’ 
who, in tbo meantime, had creafod the tcrial twati^.

The middle daases who read books were not thcmselres euldected

opthdrowneoltura. Hence, th^eooW not appreciate the mystery 
the pastion, tho wildaem or the pathos of andent epic, and it Is 
•%*dflcant that these qualities are not eorapicnous In the great 
hMslstkos of the period, which dmmed by their rhetoric and 
polish.

Ho had contrihated ArliUrdioa 00 the Hero of the Poem and 
notes to the latest edhioa of the Ihaelad, end his inflaence b felt 
in ports of the fonrth book. He bad written oommentnries 00 An 
Emoqf <m Ifoii and on An £«aay on Ontuum and was engaged 
on the EtMc EpUtla. This edidon, completed in time for Pope 
to pr es en t to some of his irionda^ wa* sappreasod by TVarbnrton 
at BoUngbroke't roggeatloQ in oonaeqoanoe of its eontoiniog the 
diSTictef of Atoeaa. 

Pape» who bad boen for some time is faiUng beaUb, died on 
30 May 1744. 

'With Pope, the clamkal spirit in Bogilah poetry reached its 
acme. Ibat the life of so snprwne a genloa for style coincided 
with the period when the aodal latereat in man had dwarfed the 
fbeUng for nature, and when knowledge of the tom was more 
prised than romance or potht% gaye donhle strength to the reactiem 
when ft came. His famsedlate iaflnencev bowerror was tnunense 
and extended aCToai the sea to Germany France and other perte 
of Europe. Before his death, the first traces of the coming change 
were seen bat the rifeot of his language nmabers preralfod 
for long whcB the tone and roldwt of poetry were 
"When the drat of the Icrag oontrofor^ had been laid that raged 
dnringtheflrstqnarter of the next century it came to be recognised 
thatPqwadahn to rank among the rery greoteat poets oonld no 
JoDger be aUowod bat that, In his own cla* and kind, be need 
notyiaid toany one. He has safibred most, in general repate,frian 
a dhtaate for the period which be felthfoUy reflected, from the 
narrowiMBi of doTotees of latnre and from the comparntlre rarity 
of a tree sense of form In the areiago reader of poetry With the 
rwofiMslaual stodent, hb iwmaBsnce k secure bat beaTcn forbid 
that Pope shoold orar become a mere sobject foe research! 




CHAPTER IV 

SWITT 

Swift's wrUinp *re to c!o*elj connctlcd with tbe man that 
tbttj cannot bo nnderitood proporiy witbont refcjenco to tho 
under wU^ tboy wero pindoccd. Tho best way 
therefore, of arrlrteg at Swift* riowt and motbodfl will be to set 
out briefly the eWaf eremta of bt* Itfe^ and, aftenrmni*, to coniidor 
tbe mart) important of hi* writlnga. 

Joimihao Swift* royalkt grandAtber Thomas Swift, of * 
Torioidrti family, wns ttan trf Goodrith, aiid married EUtnbetb 
Dryden, niece of ffrr Ensmo* Drydec, the poet* grandAtbor 
Tbe eldat of hi* Urge family Godwin, a barrifter, went to 
Ireland, where be became wealthy and »ome ©f bk brothcra 
fbllowed hhn. One of them, Jonathan, who had married Abigail 
Erick, wai made steward of ^e king's inns, Doblia, but he did not 
lire longi and seren month* after hk death cm 30 Norember 3W7, 
his only ton, Jonathan, was borm Ibe widow was left dependent 
mahily on her husband’s brother Godwin. A mute took the child 
to ’ffWtebsTon, and kept him there three year* and, not long 
after fab retnjn to Duhlhi, hb mother retomed to her relatlres 
in Bngbnd, learing the boy In hb uncles care. He was sent 
to EUkenoy school, where he met CongreTe and, whon be was 
fourteen, bo was eoterod as a peoslonor at Trinity collage, HnbUa. 
'Why he afterwards felt so mn^ resentment against fab rdatlrei b 
not dear for hb unde gare him, not ' the edacathm of a dog, bot 
the beat obtainable In IrekDd. Swift was often at war with tho 
eoBege aatboritk* but be got his degree In 1083. 

In 1088, Swift e node Godwin died, haring lost hb fortune, and 
SwlftrrwUsedthatbennuinotdependoQaoyoiiebutfaitnseR The 
Terolutlcn brunet trouble for Ireland, and the young rrt»n joined 
hk nwHher at L ei ces te r and looked about fur emidoymcnL After 
a time, an opportunity came from Sir William Temple, who was 
now Urlng in retirement at Moor park, near Famham Temple a

1694, tod Temide fonnd hi* •ecrttary more aud mor© useful 
Sirtft yrts Itandfig muA tn many dlrectloot. He read dafflical 
and hfetorfcal wort* io the Ifbrwy, bo heard of public aflhin 
ind of tho oiporieoce* of his patrtm, bo had opportonide* of 
■tndjlDg the waji of aerrantB In great bonaea and bo formed 
thelaatfaigaireciiooQfhlallfa Giflird, Templo a alitor who 

kept hcmao for him after Ma wife • death, had aa a eompanlon or 
terrant Mn Johnaon, widoir of a aerehant of good poaltloB and 
t>iW Mr* Johnson lawi tiro dan^ten, one of whoto, father, a bright 
child of eight when Swift ftnrt met bor waa a great faronrtto with 
the fimfly, and reeeirod o log^ imdBr Temple a wDi Swift acted 
aa taler to the glii, and, by tbo time of bis last aojonni at Moor 
park, aho had, he aayi, grown into perfect health and waa looked 
span aa one of the oxMt beaotifol and gyaoefol joong women io 
London. 

Tvmple took port in tbe controreny on ancient and modern 
and ia an caay be quoted tbe fporiooa Episila of 
Pfaalaria aa erideoce of the aEcperiodty of tlw aneienta. He waa 
aonreued by 'WlUtam Wotton, and, In 1697 Swift wrote hit eootri 
botkn to the eontroTeny, the derer BaUU qf lAe whldi, 

bowerer, waa not pnhiLlth«l till 1704< By his will. Temple bad left 
Swift 1100 and any profit that waa ta be made by the pubbeatkm 
of Us posthumous wurka H&fbrttPiately, this task led to a pre^ 
traded quarrel with I^dy Glfiord. Swift waa aa far to seek as 
erer An application to the king eeme to nothing, and he thou^t 
U wdl to accept an Inritatloa to be diaplafo and secretary to 
Lord Berkdey one of the lords josticei in Ireland but a riral 
persuaded Xiofd Berkdey that the poet waa not fit for a clergyman, 
and Swift departed in dudgeon. He waa, bowerer, presented to the 
liring oI Laracor itear Trim, with two other smaU Hringi, together 
with the prebend of PurlaraQ, In St Patrick’!, and these brought 
fax an Income of some 1230 m year laracor had a congr^ation of 
aboQt fifteen perretta but he was often fax Dublin and, through his 
frieodahlp with lady Berkeley and her daughter^ soon became weD 
known there He suggoated to Esther Johneon that ahe and her 
friaDdRebeeeaIHngJey,ariiOi,hisoine-way waarelatedtotheTcmpJe 
famny might, with adrantaga.

An attempt to aasaafaate Harley, fa March 1711 greatly fa 
creased the popularity of that adobter Swift was mu^ alartoed 
whfle narle^s Ilfo was fa danger He bad. Swift said, always 
treated him with the tendemaM of a parent, and aorer refiised him 
any faTour as a friend. The efforts of the party were now deruted 
to bringing the war with France to an end. Harley was created 
eori of Oxford, and became lord treasarer The whIgs, oj^Kwed 
to a p ea ce, formed an alliaitce with Kottingbam, prorio^y an 
extreme tory Swift, who hod glreu op his coaocetJon with 
Fke Sxaniner composed, In NoTomber and December 1711 two 
pamphlets fa IhTCiur of peace The OmdMet AlUa and q/ 
tAfi hiie Mxn\atrjf ta Ifpmaoy oiid eanylMg on £*« present vnr 
and Some on the Horner fVeoty. He also attacked

BoUngbrote came to nothing. In many mpocta, hb ijmpotUe* 
were with Boliogbroke , bat hii fHendihlp for Oxford mad® It im- 
powIUe for him to deaert that minhter He refaaed, thorefor^ 
to Join Tith the men now In powor Oxford wa* deprired of office 
oo Q7 Joly 1714 btrt Boliogbroke a triomph wai ihort-lifed, for 
OB 1 Angiist,qoeen Anno died. Swift retired to Onhlln, vhere ho 
lircd hi the cart>cr of a raat nnfnraiihod hotao. 

In thjhlin, of CO 0 T 80 , Strift waa in conataot Intorwmrae -with 
Bctber Johoaon bnt hla rel&tioaa with SteOa, ai iho haa com® 
to be knomi, wero complicated by bU frioodahlp for Heater 
Vanhtanri^ the daughter of a widow with whom be bad become 
acqoahitod in 1708. In 1710, when Swift went to Ixmdon, be had 
taken lodging! near the brnHy and h® waa {roqnenlly wHh them. 

Heater Tanhomrl^WBa then nimteesi. By 171S, ah® was known 
to Um aa YaneM, and be wrote a poem, Oadeira and FanesM, 
to ftT platn the relatioQs between them. Thb cniioni piece wu not 
meant for pabUeatloD, bet, rather aa a nlf jestificatitm:, to explain 
bow U was that a girl folt adbnimtbn for a man wbo had grown edd 
in poUda and wit and bad lost the arta that would charm a lady 
He regarded heru might a father or a tutor bet, when he offered 
friendabip, the edd that ihe wooldbo the totor and wcmld teaidi him 
whatloreia. Yaneoa was peadooately in lore andfCmthodeathof 
her mothsr the and bar il^ar retired to Ireland, a itep sdilch, no 
doabt, wu Tory emborraaslng to Swift. He told her he conld 
see her rsry aaldom, for erery^iing that happened there woold 
be known in a week. Her fragmentary leitm are filled with 
reproaebea, whldi Swift endcaronred to meet by temporishig and 
by good adrice u to dirertlog her mind exendae and by 
amnsing booki. We cannot diaonm here the theories Chat hare 
been adranced as to the reason why Swift had not married Stella. 
It U alleged that afonn of marriage was jcaiothtongh In 1710 but 
the erldence In feronr of this Is quite inaafficlent, end, In any tase^ 
it wu merely a fbrm. It wu at tUs time, aetordlng to Delanj 
that arAbWiop King, after perth^ from Swift, aaJd, 'Ton hare 
jut met the moat aahappy man on earth but on the anldert erf 
his wretchedne* you must nerer ask a questioiL About 1723, a 
erlKb ocenrred. One of the stories It that Yaneats, who had theu 
lost ah her near rtlatirei, wroie to SteDa aaklng bar whether the 
WM Bwiftt wife wbefftepoa StcUa repUed that die wu and sent 
the letter to Swift. Swift, we are told, went at ooee to Vanoia, 
threw the letter oo the tabH and rode off If this wore true, 
Swill a ccajdact would bo put in a Tory bud light but the erHeiwe 
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•b« WM woTie, and again be bortfcd bade to DubDn. On the way, 
b© had been delayed at Holyhead, and, In a diaiy irtJch he kept 
to dirert thinkhi he apeaki of Hie aaapenae bo wae In abont hli 
•doamt firlend Stella died in January 1728, after makiiig a wiH 
whldi deacribesheraa *«pInitor Inthe OinnJderq/’Jfr»*rofe»ao>i 
wfakb Swift began to write on the ni^t of her death, be calls her 
*tbe tnest, meet Tirtuooi a^d raioable firlend that 1 or perhaps 
any other person ’waaerer bkaipcd with. After bk death, a lock of 
ber balr was found hi bis desk hi a paper marked Only a woman a 
hair Swift was bhoself so tronbled with nobes in tbe ear and 
deefiMB that be bad no spirit for anything and aroided ereiybody 
He had, as already noticed, been aoi^Jeet to gWdlnesB for many yean. 

Swift waa DOW a popular hero tn Ireland, and there had been 
SDise hope that, during hie rislti to London, he would obtain 
preTerment In Engkitd but none was giren him. In Irebrnd, he 
fbnnd tbe people wonld not do anything to help themse l Tea Hk 
growing misanthnspy was shown in the terrible satire called A. 
ifodot Pr^yKMol/or prcoeatuijr <Ae cAiZdreM Cf/poor p^op^Jrxmi 
beinff a burden to tiutr pamtit or tie coujt£i% Ireland, be aid, 
waa a naca of beggaia, thierea, oppreasora, fools and ksara bot 
he must be eootect to die there with aodi a people, it was better 
to die than Ure^ Etaftwhere, be compared Irtiand to a coalpit 
a man who had been bred in a pit might lire there all bis Qfe 
contented but, if sent back to ft after a few months in tbe open 
air be coold not be contented. Yet, notwHbstanding hk 
Swift did bk work at St Patrick’s efficiently and taip c o red the 
lot of many hy hk charity To Mia Lingley be gare an annuls 
of fifty guineas a year, allowing her to bebero that tbe money 
came from a fimd of which be was tnalen.

Another clergyman of literary tastes, SAchary Grey, rector

The trdnor Terriflers of the el^d^i^th ewntnry among whom

Tot no condoalon could be les» c o rrect than the imprterion 
either in his Eittory or tn any other part of Hs axtra- 
ordtearily amj^e literary oulpot, Bnmeta glanco was erer more 
than temporsHly direrted from tho distinct aims and lof^ ideals 
which he cberlibed. Any unpre^jadked rorlew of his most popular 
hktorlctl work, or of his historksl writings in a body or of the 
whole of his extant Uterary prodactlons, Indudlng bis pulpit 
dellrmnces, vQl lead to a corroboration of the fact, brought 
out In his dying speech, as he humourously calls the izrtnided 
‘eoaeiuskm ^ Th* fTistorp qflf^ Chm Tvme, that the perrading 
purpose of them all was a Ttodlcatlcm of freedois under the law 
as the guidiiig principle of ecdesiastiQil and poTlUcal life.

Ah the Mrectoeath eaitm7 droir to its closer cubo into 
bdnff a ftmop® nodenrorid of letter^ tm tufemo Inhabited 
l«Uered TtgaboDds, wbo paitAed, In scholarship and tcarTilify 
the baroee of Petronlaa Beggar stndents, t&Ttffn keeper*, idlers 
fiTSB the inn« of coortt adTentnrors srbo had trailed a pike in 
Holland flocked thither with spruce yonng sqabe* wbo 'knew 
the tree manage of the hat, and l on o ge r* freeh frorp the nnlTeriitiee. 
Thw, in the cofiechoaac*, there grew np a new pobllc, for who*e 
arottsement a new Uteratnre was inTcnted. The old daj* of dignitj 
and leisure were paned. The wits of the town wrote, not to please 
themselrei, bat to flatter the testa of their patrons, and man; of 
them sooceeded so well as to echo in prose or rerse the predae 
scoent of the tarem.

The 
eoctroTersy was not between rationalists and thoee who distmited 
renaotL 'Ihe question wa* what, on rational froimd*^ ought to be 
beliored. And, as Clarke and Tfllotsoo and, floolly Butler appealed 
to reason not k« than Locke and Toland and their snccenon did, 
sc^ too, there ms another point of agreeinent between the orthodox

He was brought op a Roman cathohe 
at the age of sixteen, be became Melons against popery 
afterwards he was connected with protestant d iseeu t ei 'a when 
Ckri^ianitj/ not mgfUnout was pobibbed, he reckoned himself 
a member of the chorcfa of England, Us sympathies being with 
the broad (or as It was then called, low) church porty When hb 
boob was bomed at the door of the Irish hoose of parliament, he 
nmy hare felt hbi^arehauutaUplnsecnre. Hb later works exhibit 
its grodoal dlsappearajKo. 

In Amirntor o defence of hla I/t/e o/lIxUon (IffWX he 
garey to answer to an opponent, a long hst of early apocryphal 
Chnitian literature. His Laterest tn researches of this Idnd was 
ribown afterwards In iTasorrwvs or Jevnsh, (7e7ib7i^ and 
ITaJkometan CArutmufty (171BX BQs (ext, In this work, was an 
Itahon manuscript, with AraUo annotations, which he had diS' 
eorered. He took It fbr a trmnslstkin from the ArafaCc and 
identified H with the kwi Gospel of Barnabas. In both conjectureo, 
later scholorihipbas shown that be was in error Bat Us dbeorery 
led to tome remarkabie refiecUons on the dilTereoca between the 
Jewidi and OentHe Chrbtiani In the early chnrdL He maintained 
that the former who kept the Jewish law themaelTca, but withont 
enforcing It on the OeutDes, represented the true original p^»T^ of

Voltaire 
regarded hh riewa aa atgaifiaant, and the anperfidal opthniim of 
Popea clear^at rene, in hla Essajf <m i/on, waa directly doe to 
BoUngbroka Aa a deUt, Shafteaboiy may hare been oovpled 
with BoUofbroke in the pcgtolar mind, and may alao, hare lent 
im^jirBUoQ to Pope. Bnt he bad a far profoi^er view of the 
probloni of tho^t, which wfll recdre coiMiderDtioa bs coo- 
nectkm widi the gronp of wHtori dktlngnlahed aa moralUta. 

The line between dehta and dtardunon waa not alwaya drawn 
rery dearly There waa a good deal of common groond In the 
aanuDptioDt of both partlea , and there waa, beddea, a general 
ferment of theological thought which dliregarded ooatomary 
bonodtrleB. The latter Aaracteriatio {■ exhibited in the worki 
of WQIiam Whiatoo, mathematldaD and theologian. They were 
related to the coctroreny, bnt hardly belong to it. Whbtoo waa 
a man of octlTe and original tnlod, whlA led bhn outalde the 
extablbhed Aurch, bnt in a direction of hla own, di^erent from 
that of Tolaod or TjndaL Ho waa oppoaed to ratkmaHim, and 
a belleTBr lo propheey and mlmdo bnt be came to theoondaaion 
that tho Arian herciy re pr ee eo ted the true and prlmltlre Ohriatiaa 
creed. Hla Tiewa are folly doreloped fn Pnattice Ckntixfmxttf 
JJacired (1711 — IS)* bot they bad proTlomlj become notorktoB, 
and had led, In 1710, to hla being deprircd of the OambrWgo 
profeaaonhlp In whlA be had aocoeeded Kowton. He founded a 
■odoty to promote tho tmo fiKilh, aa he bold it, and conpoaed 
a teriacd liturgy for ita nso andho wrote on a rariety of toplca, 
not all of them theological.

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CDQunoD TTn'rng uideot BotboTi of oQmt coOTitrlciL Sat Jnst this, 
ho mrfoe*, prom tho tUTino legation of tbo lawgirer Tbt of 
natort are en ftmrfflclcat ftrpport for morality without the beBef 
ia a fotare life, gorcrnmcnt canoot be maintalDcd — except by 
miracle. Ibe aheenco of the belief among the Jew* i», therefore, 
takoD afl a proof that they were under the bmaedkte prorlcleDce 
of God, workiiig by meana outeide natonil law The defcnoe of 
thh puradoiioul theory gam Warbartoo ample scope for doplay 
log his leorulog aod bis controTenial t&knt ou a great rariety of 
topics, the releraoce of which fa cot always apparent. Of bli 
learning, Bentley ntd that be had a *monatrtms appetite and bad 
digeatkm. His abQHy to get up a oaio and Bcore a point has 
been traced to Us legal training , a critic of his own day attrlbated 
to the mme atfonse some oS the corner and mnra rfolect fe^taree 
of bis controTenial method Of inslgbt into history phlloaopby 
or religion, be does not aaem to hare had any eon^ticuoos share.

Ho 
hhnadr howerer was not without enthoakisma, as is shown by his 
eoncern for the good of his frieoda and his country and by Us 
derotios to his slew of truth.

Dght b ponlble. Boehme caHs them harshness, attraetioc and 
angnUh, whkh, in modem terms, are contraction, expanaloo, and 
rotation.

Unless this bo 
resnembered, Bochme s work, hi common with that of aQ n^stici, 
Is llaUe to the grarest miffanderstandlng. He is neror weary of 
explaining that, althongh be is forced to dcstribe things In a terks 
of images, there is no snoh thing os historical snccessloci, for the 
eternal dwells not In time ^ He has to speak of the generation of 
God u thoogh h were an act in time, althongb to do so is to nse 
‘dlaboltcal (is, knowingly untrue) langusge, for Ood hath do 
beginning. Ererythlng be describes U going on always and ihnnl 
taaeonsly eren as all the qnallties be names are in eTtsrything 
which Is manifested. Tbe birth of oatcre takes place today Jait 
as It did In the beghtnlng. 

It would be impocslblo to giro boro any adequate accoont of 
Boehmes ridon but the four faDdamental principles which be 
enunciated andemplmxlcedmajbetbQssmniasrited wfOordesire 
as the original force contrast or doallty as the ctmdltlon of all 
manifestation the reUtioo of the hidden and the manifest de- 
Tolopoient as a p rogr e s al Te unfolding of difference, with a flnaj 
resolution luto unity The practical and ethical result of this Urieg 
unity of nature Is simple.

The whole of Boehmo s practical teaching, as, «!*<•<, that of Inw 
might be snTTTTTied op in the story told of sn Indian ssge who wss 
Importuned by o young num as to how he could find God. For 
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Man frti nude out of the breath of God hii eonl b a iparic of 
the DeHy It, therefore, cwmot die, for it baa the tmbegfamliig 
mu^v^hur life of God la It Man h*» flJIen from hb Ugh etlata 
thjtragh IgMroBce and inexperience, throogh eeekfcg •cpeiatioo, 
the port for the Thole, deatrlng the knowledge of good and 
erfl n eepanite tUngi.

gp^ as if I wu speaking to a Ohristian. Ibe two asKrtiona 
<k Alanderille which law Is chiefly concerned to refute ore that 
mu is cmly an animal, and morality only an Impoatnre. Accord- 
ing to this Doctrine, be retorts, to say that a Man la dlshoaest, 
is moving hhn jost socb a Criadoal as a Hone that does not 
dance. Ibis is the kind of anerrlog homely simile which 
abounds to Lawb writing, and which reminds us of the swift 
and caostio wit of Mn Foyser Other examples coold be dted 
to fflastrute the pungency and rscineas of Lows s^le when he 
Is In the mood for logical refataUot^ But It is only necessary 
to gionce at the first half page of TJu Spirti of Praptr to appro- 
doto the marked dlffarence In temper and pbrasbig. The early 
diaracterlstJcs are as strong os erer but, In additioD, there Is a 
tolerance, a teuder charm, an ImagCpatire quality and a melndy of 
rhythm rarely to be found in the early work. The se&leocea and 
phrases are longer and more too dmerent measure and,a]l throngb, 
the treotise is steeped in mystic oidour and, while poeseaeed of a 
strength and beaaty whldi Fiotlous himself has seldom surpassed, 
conre y s the longing of the soul for union with the Dlrine.

tlie first msgnltode had risen abore tbe boriioc. 

In 16ir3, when Robert Boyle, emlneat as a nataral phtlosopher, 
had left money to found a lectureship in defence of the C!faristlan 
rellglaB, Bentley, who had now been ordained, was chosen as tbe 
first lecturer He dellrared eight lectures in two London cborches, 
taking ss Ids sni^eet eonfatatloQ of Atheism. Tbe last three 
le ctur e s drewarguments from tbe origio and femme of the world , 
and, for this port of his work, Bentley soaght the aid of Isase 
Kewton, whose Prindpia had bees pnbbsbed fire years before. 
Kewtos aent foil TepUes to Bentley's enqnirks ai^ expnsKd 
satisfaetkiQ that his dbeorerlei thould be used as on argnment 
against atheism. Bentley showed great power as a contro 
reniallst his argument, monte and Icgical, Is expru s ed in a style 
of remarkable force and rigour The lectures were printed at 
once and soon tranalsted Into Latiiv Frcorii, German and Batch. 

Bentley was now a man of mark, and. In 1094, he warn appointed 
keeper of the royal Hbrarlea, with oflidal lod^gs In St James i 
pahice. We learn from one of his letters that a small group of hli 
feiends were in the habit of meeting there once or twice a week 
their names wore John Erriyi^ John Locke, Christopber Wren 
snd laoso Ivewton. 

From his Boyle lectures, bo went back to the Greek poets. 
John George Onierini^ professor at Utrecht and the foremost 
Latin scholar of the day was about to Issno an edlUoo of 
Calllfnichos and Bectloj undertook to coQeci for this work aQ 
the frogments of Cnll l m ac h as extant In Greek lite ratur e. Qroerloi, 
wbo bad reed tbe AfdftZfiHSi with tbe keenest enthoslatm, 

expected moch of Benfiey and got eren more than he expected 
For Bentley dbeorered twice as many feagments as >i«<t been 
prcrioasly known Ua metrical knowledge enabled btm, in many 
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cuee, to corrtct them »berc oormpt u»d bk peoetfmtion ooald

While meet UVo Ijocke and Brilers ad dr eased themsebres chiefij 
to the eaBwmio side of the problem presented paoperism, others 
tried to sdTe it by means of fastmottan, more parttcnlariy throagh 
fastrnetioo fa religion.

girls were to be taogbt to cipbor and all glris were to 
l«aiD aewinft or rane other handicraft The Inslmctlon was to be 
giron by a master or mlstroa^ a member of tho churdi of EngUnd, 
licttaedby the bWwp.
